The injured men w ere removed to 
the base hospital and an in v estig a­ 
tion was started.

The S-4 9 is a sister ship of th e 
ill-fated S-51, which was sunk off 
Block Island last fall by the City of 
Rome, w ith a loss of 34 lives.

Brainerd is served by the Northern Pacific and state highways 
Nos. 27, 18 and 19 and there is daily bus service connecting with 
the principal cities of the state.” 
The magazine is well printed and illustrated and is published 
in Minneapolis.

Frank W allace, window 
washer, 
saw the little Filipino lying across 
his bed with blood ru n n in g from his 
mouth. 
He im m ediately notified the 
hotel m anager and they seeing he 
was in a serious condition, rushed 
him to Em ergency hospital. He was 
dead upon entrance. 
The body was im m ediately taken 
to the morgue w here a post mortem 
exam ination will he held to d eter­ 
mine the cause of death. 
Sencio was severely punished d u r­ 
ing his bout w ith Taylor, hut m an ­ 
aged to hold his own until the lo th 
round when a stiff right punch to 
the chin sent him reeling to the 
ropes. 
He did not go down h u t it 
was apparent lie was “out on 
his 
feet.” 
Taylor rained punches upon 
tho jaw' and body. hut the little fel­ 
low w eathered the storm u n til the 
bell ended the round and the fight. 
He collapsed in his corner and a l­ 
though his train er, W alter E ckhart, 
worked over him, ho had to be a s ­ 
sisted from the ring. 
Sencio is th e second boxer to die

F ra n k ie Jerom e, a New York b a n ­

T ay ­ 
lor was cleared in h earings held a f­ 
ter the New York fighter’s death. 
Up until the 10th round Sencio 
had held his own and had not at 
anytim e been in trouble. 
Taylor had scored repeatedly w ith 
a left hook and only once or twice 
was he able to score with his straig h t 
right. 
At the s ta rt of the lo th round 
Taylor landed a s tra ig h t right to the 
point of Sencio’s chin, which had the 
Filipino: boxer groggy, but he w e a th ­ 
ered tho storm of punches th a t T a y ­ 
lor rained upon him and was on his 
feet when he w en t to his corner. 
fie was wobbly and his train er, 
W alter E ck h a rt, doused him 
w ith 
w ater and he ap p aren tly came o u t 
of it and was taken to his d ressing 
room.

Bud Taylor appeared at the police

“ I attended the bout last night 
and as far as I could see it was a 
good, clean bout and I could see no 
negligence on anyone’s part.

“ I u nderstand the little Filipino 
passed a good exam ination yester­ 
day and was in the host of condi­ 
tion.”

clared th a t Sencio passed the exam ­ 
ination of the commission physician, 
Dr. J. J. H efron, yesterday before 
th e fight and th a t he was in good 
condition.

E ugene W engert. there is no ground 
to hold Taylor, since boxing is legal­ 
ized in W isconsin and that as far as 
he can see th ere was no negligence 
connected w ith the bout.

th a t Sencio passed th e exam ination 
of the commission physician, Dr. J. 
J. Hefron, before th e fight. 
The death of Sencio recalls 
the
